GAMBLING 
CZAR 
NAMED 
BY 
JURY 
IN TAX EVASION 


CHICAGO, Oct. 1 2 -W illiam R. 
“Big Bill” Johnson, reputed gam ­ 
bling czar of the Chicago area, 
today was found guilty of con­ 
spiracy to defraud the federal gov­ 
ernm ent of $1,887,664 in income 
taxes from 1936 to 1939. 
A ju ry which took the case a t 
3.'63 p. rn. yesterday, and delib­ 
erated 
for 
m ore 
th an 
twelve 
hours, returned the guilty verdict 
against Johnson and five -of his 
co-defendants. 
T hree other co­ 
defendants w ere acquitted. 
The income on which Johnson 
w as accused 
of evading taxes, 
w ith the aid of the co-defendants, 
came from Chicago’s m ost elab­ 
orate gam bling houses, according 
to the testim ony.

Then a recreation room 
w ith ping-pong, checkers, 
cards, 
and the latest m agazines, w as pro­ 
vided.

was as good as a tourists’ resort. 
However, a loop of hostels can­ 
not be established by ju st having 
hostels chartered. 
There m ust be 
people to use them . For a dollar a 
day you can travel in best approv­ 
ed hostel style. 
This is 
cheaper 
than you can live a t home. T hat j 
is anoutstanding point of the hostel 
system . 
So for the above reasons I believe 
that hosteling is a very good way 
of spending one’s vacation and has i 
a highly deserved spot in any his­ 
tory of youth movements.
